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INTERVIEW BY 
HENRY WIZGIER 


t was a pleasure and a 

privilege to recently meet 

and interview Jiin 
Weder, a man with some 
interesting connections in 
the top-echelon of the J- 
League itself and even FIFA 
no less, , 

Formerly on the technical 
Committee of the Japanese 
FA he is even a holder of a 
Scottish FA Coaching 
Certificate ‘Level A’. 

On top of that he writes for 
Japan’s top football paper 
‘Striker’. 

Jim Weder is Japanese 
despite his name. He was 
born in the States therefore 
speaks excellent English. 

Henry Wizgier: What 
exactly is your position/role in 
Japanese football? 

Jim Weder: I am now the 
Technical Director of the 
Youth Development section of 
Avispa Fukuoka Football 
Club - a member of the J- 
League. I am also a 
representative of the Inter- 
Change Program of the 
Coaches Association of Japan. 
I was formerly a member of 
the Technical Committee of 
the Japanese FA, 

HW: Why have you 
chosen Australia and the 
Umbro Pacific Soccer Camps 
to bring your coaches? 

JIM: Two things. 
Australia is a very popular 
destination for Japanese. 
There are many reasons for 
this. One, is the time 
difference. 

HW: You mean there is 
hardly any? 

JW: Yes ... that is what I 
mean. Then, Australia has a 
very good reputation in Japan 
from the safety level point of 
view. 

HW: Yes, but why come 
here for Soccer coaching, it’s 
hardly a world Soccer power? 

JW: I know about Richard 
Alagich and his coaching 
methods. But also, you forget 
that Australia has a very high 
reputation in the world at 
youth level. At Under 17 and 
Under 20 and at Olympics, 
you are up to international 
standard, 

HW: Have you read 
Richard Alagich’s book 
“Winning Through Technique 
and Tactics’? 


JW: Yes of course. In 
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SPORTSCENE.”. 


fact, I am presently translating 
it into Japanese. 

HW: How did you hear 
about this book? 

JW: Through = my 
connections at FIFA, I 
personally know Walter Gagg 
(Director of Sports and 
Technique Division) and 
Joseph (Sepp) Blatter. Sepp, 
wrote the introduction for the 
book. 

HW: To some people, it 
might seem a bit strange that 
for a country which imports 
Brazilian, Argentinian and 
European coaches you should 
be turning to a youth coach 
from Australia. 

JW: These are good for 
our senior, professional 
players. But the fundamentals 
and the basics are all the 
same. Richard’s book is 
fundamental. Someone said 
to me “oh this is an Australian 
book - it’s no good,” because 
Australia is not top 
international level. This is 
stupid. The basics for youth 
development are all the same, 
in Europe, South America, 
wherever. Richard’s basics 
for youth coaching are of the 
highest level. 

HW: In your capacity as 
representative of the JFA, 
would you also be looking at 
sites for the Sydney 
Olympics? 

JW: No. But they have 
information because of course 
many Japanese J-League 
teams come here for pre- 
season camps. Australian 
facilities are well-known to 


us. 

HW: The next World Cup 

Finals are less than 2 years 
away. To qualify, Australia 
will have to play the 4th Asian 
Team.. Who do you think they 
are likely to be and how good 
are they? 
JW: All Asian teams are 
so similar. They are quick 
and technical, Australian 
players are more physical. 
It’s a different style. I cannot 
say who will be your 
opponents at this time. 

HW: Japanese football 
used to be in a similar position 
to Australian, that is, a 
minority sport. You used to 
be dominated by Baseball and 
Sumo Wrestling. How did 
Japanese football manage to 
take-off so to speak, and what 
lessons are there for 
Australian Soccer? 

JW: Our potential to do 
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business was a major factor. 
Also the media. Satellite TV 
exposure means that we could 
watch all the top football 
action from around the world 
and learn from it. But it did 
not start there. We started 
twenty years ago with the 
Japanese Football League at 
amateur level. We spent 
twenty years, step by step but 
now, we get good Brazilian 
and European players and it’s 
taken off. It did not happen 
suddenly. 

HW: Is football now the 
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Stadium recently. 


most popular sport in Japan? 

JW: | think they are each 
as popular. For the older 
people, it is baseball. But, for 
the younger people, it’s 
football. 

HW: Hardly a week goes 
by here, without some young 
Australian player going to 
play in Europe. There are 
currently over 100 playing 
there. Why have J League 
clubs not realised the potential 
of buying Austratian players? 

JW: Good question. The 
J-League is a different type of 
football. The Japanese style is 
more technical and skilful 
whereas Australian players are 
more physical. But yes, there 
would be a chance for 
Australian players in some 
positions like centre backs and 
even some strikers. But at the 


moment, the policy is to go to 
the top European and South 
American Leagues. 

EW: Japan beat Brazil in 
Atlanta yet failed to progress 
past the group stage. 
However, Nigeria showed us 
that the European/South 
American domination can be 
broken at the highest level of 
World Football. When do you 


think Japanese football will be 
good enough to win 
something? 


JW: It needs time. In 
Atlanta we beat Brazil but 
there was some luck there. 
We need more time and 
experience. Now, we are up 
to this level but we have to 
continue this development and 
effort particularly at youth 
level, just like Australia.

Australia’s national 
coach, last night announced 
a strong training squad of 21 
players that will assemble 
today (Tuesday) at the plush 
Novotel Brighton Resort 
Sydney, in preparation for 
Australia’s tour of South 
Africa next week. 

Understandably no 
overseas-based Australian 
players have been considered 
by Thomson to make the 
South African tour as they all 
would have experienced 
enormous difficulties 
obtaining clearances from 
their respective clubs who 
have all just started their 
domestic Leagues. 

Australia has been invited 
to play three matches. 

Thomson stated to ABSW 
last night, “We have been 
invited to play three matches 
spread over seven days, 
against Ghana, South Africa 
and the Congo next week. 

“I relish having these 
matches made available to us 
as we need as much 
international opposition as 
possible before our World 
Cup qualifiers start. 

“All three matches will be 
played within one week and 
all will be played in different 
South African cities 

“With our domestic Cup 
matches being washed out last 
weekend, I just hope that the 
players I have selected are not 
too underdone. 

“I have given the 
opportunity to many of them 
to show me what they can do 
for Australia right now,” 
stated Thomson. 

A surprise omission is 
Australia’s long-serving 
World Cup captain and 
midfielder, Paul Wade. 

Thomson has readily 
drafted into the Australian 
squad Marconi’s exciting 
newly signed mobile 
midfielder, Craig Foster. 

UTS Olympic’s high 
scoring and 1991 World 
Youth Championship striker 
Kris Trajanovski, has been 
given his big chance by 
Thomson to break into the 
senior ranks of international 
Soccer 

Melbourne Knights’ 
Atlanta Olympic Games 
goalkeeper Frank Juric was 
not considered by Thomson 
for selection as the custodian 
has prior academic 
commitments. 

Olympic striker to gain 
selection, the elegant Alistair 
Edwards, also was due to sit 
University examinations later 
this week. 

But fortunately, Edwards 
who already looks very sharp 
at this stage, having done 
much of his pre-season 
training in Holland during the 


break, was able to bring his 
examinations forward and 
completed them yesterday. 
He is studying at UTS for a 
degree related to sport. 
“Attacking left midfielder, 
also from the Knights, Danny 
Tiatto, was unavailable for 
selection as he is currently 
overseas somewhere in Italy. 

But the Knights’ giant 
skipper and driving midfield- 
enforcer Andrew Marth, has 
been recalled into the national 
squad following a highly 
successful season with the 
current Champions in the 
Ericsson League. 

Sydney United’s duo, 
towering goalkeeper Zeljko 
Kalac and cultured sweeper 
and captain, Tony Popovic, 
both back in Australia from 
England, have been included 
in Thomson's squad. 

Kalac who last year was 
transferred to Leicester City 
for an Australian record $1.7 
million, has experienced 
difficulties in obtaining an 
extension to his British work- 
permit, whilst Popovic who 
was on trial with 
Wolverhampton and rejected 
the poor terms offered to him 
by the Wolves’ management. 

Thomson will hold his first, 
a two hour training session 
this morning (10am), at St 
George Stadium. 

The Australian squad this 
afternoon, 4.30 pm, also at the 
St George Stadium, will stage 
a full scale practice game. 

Australia’s training camp 
breaks up this Thursday whea 
Thomson cuts this squad 
down by three players to leave 
18 that will travel to South 
Africa next Monday.

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HOCKEYKOOS PROVIDE 


FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


ebbie Spillane in ‘The 

Australian’ recently 

wrote an interesting 
article where she examined 
what led to the Australian 
Women Hockey team’s Gold 
Medal in Atlanta, we 
thought you would find 
fascinating. 

There may be lessons for 
Australia’s Soccer Coaches 
and Players. 

On Tuesday night I was 
lucky enough to meet our gold 
medal-winning women’s 
hockey team. Rather than talk 
about what they achieved in 
Atlanta, I was interested to 
find out what they did before 
Atlanta to make their Olympic 
victory so comprehensive. 

No-one expects an Olympic 
gold medal to lob around the 
neck of an athlete without 
years of commitment and 
preparation. Exhausting 
physical regimes, personal 
sacrifice and mental toughness 
are ingredients usually 
discussed when Olympic 
success is analysed. 

So I was fascinated to hear 
several Hockeyroos pay 
special credit to the detailed 
tactical work that went into 
their campaign. “We were the 
most tactically sophisticated 
team there,” said midfielder 
Alyson Annan matter-of- 
factly. 

The team began full-time 
preparation in January this 
year when they assembled in 
Perth to live the life, if not 


receive the income, 
sporting professionals. 

They worked nine to five 
with just a couple of hours’ 
break each day. The routine 
included such sessions as 
general fitness, weights, yoga, 
psychology, skills training and 
interval work. Each player 
was also required to do 
scouting of opponents and 
some tactical planning. 

“ve never been in a team 
that had so much homework,” 
admitted fullback Jenny 
Mortis. 

“And we had so many 
meetings that people were 
forever asking ‘what on earth 
can you find to meet about so 
often?” 

During those months the 
Hockeyroos worked through a 
library of 130 videos of likely 
opponents. Each team 
member was allocated a tape 
per week to analyse. They 
were expected to familiarise 
themselves not just with 
teams’ overall styles, set 
plays, strengths and 
weaknesses, but to make 
blow-by-blow notes on 
individuals. 

They followed up with 
meetings where players and 
coaching staff compared notes 
and discussed counter- 
Measures. 

By the time they left for 
Atlanta they had condensed 
this to about three pages of 
notes on every team. 

Opposing players were 


of 


listed with a synopsis of skills, 
weaknesses and 
idiosyncrasies. For instance, 
Annan explained, the team 
knew USA’s Tracy Fuchs 
“drags to the left, frequently 
dummies over the ball”. - 

In addition there were 
several pages mapping out the 
Hockeyroos’ own tactics and 
set plays. 

“We had 34 variations on 
the penalty corner,” declared 
Annan, with obvious pride. 

“As it turned out we only 
used about 10, but we drew 
confidence from having plans 
to deal with different teams 
and situations.” 

Annan says the Hockeyroos 
went to Barcelona having 
done some research but 
nothing as thorough as this. 

And it didn’t stop there. At 
the Olympics, Trish Heberley, 
of thé coaching staff, was 
charged with taping other 
games and editing them into 
relevant highlight packages, a 
job often ending at 3 or 4am. 

So how important was all 
this spade work? “I think we 
had the other teams pretty 
accurately assessed,” said 
Annan with satisfaction. 

Fellow midfielder Kate 
Starre added: “There's no 
doubt we were the most 
informed team Australia’s 
ever had.” 

And so to the man behind 
this heavily researched and 
informed team, coach Ric 
Charlesworth,

When I sought an insight 
into his tactical philosophies 
he rejected the idea that he 
was a “tactical coach”. “We 
play conceptually, not 
tactically,” he declared, 

“By playing conceptually 1 
mean I like the players to have 
information,” he explained, 

“But only so they can 
develop into decision-makers. 
If, as a coach, you assign 
players to narrow specific 
tasks you develop narrow, 
specific players.” 

This explains why: he 
involved players so heavily in 
scouting and analysing 
opponents. “I like to think I 
know what works, but I'd 
rather they think about it 
themselves. They remember 
their own ideas better.” 

A former national hockey 
captain with 227 internationals 
to his credit, a degree in 
medicine, a stint as a federal 
MP and some Sheffield Shield 
cricket experience thrown in, 
Charlesworth has all bases 
covered when it comes to 
coaching, 

He is uniquely qualified to 
deal with administrators, 
players and staff. His record 
of just 10 losses from 115 
matches reflects that, although 
he is not one to take results on 
face value. 

He admits to “growing” his 
own list of statistics, because 
scores and results do not tell 
enough. 

Particularly fond of what he

ational Soccer League Clubs 

threatened with expulsion from the 
National League by Soccer Australia 
should form their own ‘Superleague’, 
Morris Iemma, the NSW State Member 
for Hurstville and Parliamentary Sec.

former victims of previous efforts to ‘de- 
ethnicise’ Australian Soccer.” 

“Once removed from their Ethnic base, 
these clubs either faded into oblivion or 
now. languish in irrelevant minor leagues, 
pale shadows of their former glories.” 

“The Argentine Football Association 
seems to have no problem in 
accommodating Newells Old Boys and 
Velez Sarsfield in its competition, clubs 
with an English and Croatian heritage. Nor 
does the Brazilian Association have any 
problems with the continuing existence of 
Corinthians, another club founded by 
English Pioneers and Jurventus with its 
obvious Italian origins. Similarly, the Italian 
Football Federation is relaxed about the 
existence of Verona Hellas in its first 
division.” 

What Soccer Australia want to do is 
remove symbols from Australian clubs 
that represent our multicultural heritage. 

The heart of Club Marconi’s logo is the 
boomerang. An indigenous Australian 
icon. In contrast, Soccer Australia’s new 
babies, Perth Glory and Brisbane Strikers 
have names and symbols which are

nothing more than pale imitations of 
Americaa sporting franchises.” 

If Soccer Australia persists with its 
racists proposals, then the clubs affected 
should form their own “Superleague” 
comprising - Marconi, Melbourne 
Knights, Sydney Utd, Sydney Olympic, 
Adelaide City, West Adelaide and South 
Melbourne from the current national 
Jeague. In addition, clubs who were 
previous victims of earlier attempts at 
ethnic purging - Parramatta Melita, 
Melbourne Heidelberg, Melbourne 
Brunswick and a reformed APIA team 
should also be invited to join. 

“Such a League would be a showcase 
of the cream of Australian Soccer talent, 
the clubs with the best support base and 
those with the largest membership, 
sponsors and licenced social clubs,” Mr 
Temma stated. 

“Tt is these clubs and their respective 
supporters that Australian Soccer needs if 
Soccer is to reach its full potential and 
ultimately become Australia’s leading 
football code,” Without them, Australian 
Soccer will die. 
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calls “non-glamour stats”, 
measuring contributions like 
tackles, chases, presses, off- 
ball work and interceptions, he 
will tell you individual efforts 
in these areas are what force 
opponents into error. He can 
even tell you the combined 
total of all these should be 
around 110 for a game to be

Interestingly, he admits to 
keeping these statistics not 
just so he can analyse the 
result, but because he wants to 
make these “non-glamour” 
contributions important to the 
players. Tactically 


sophisticated or conceptually 
well-developed, take your 
pick. 

However you want to 


describe it, the Hockeyroos 
put in more than long hours 
and physical effort for their 
gold, Although, and this is the 
beauty of a team sport, there is 
always someone prepared to 
pull the whole discussion 
down a tung or two.

~The passage of a players 
career has its twists and 
turns and many ups and 
downs. 

The reasons for 
retirement are various. One 
of the most peculiar came up 
at Blacktown City in NSW. 
An accomplished player had 
been at sweeper for most of 
his senior years. 

Tn his younger formative 
days he had played as a 
striker. Suddenly he fancied 
his chances at Super League 
level, up front. His coach 
said sorry but your best 
position is in defence.

Where's the market 
research? 


Dear Sir, 

At first I wasn't going to enter into the 
debate about the logo affair but now I feel 
compelled to make my point also! 

First of all, is there real benefit in forbidding 
clubs their ethnic origin? Are we suddenly 
seeing mainstream "Aussies" buying Marconi 
shirts without those colours on the boomerang? 

Is it going to be of much benefit for the 
future of the game in this country? 

Well, this can only be answered if SA 
instigated a proper market research, or survey 
that will come with figures and estimations of 
possible economic windfalls, 

If not, you only stir up trouble, as it has done 
and as the ABSW editor stated, to the detriment 
of the game. 

1 can just car i those comments: "Those 
‘wogs' are at it again!" 

Negative aspects of the game in this country 
will come to the surface again, 

Instead, if we want more main stream 
support we should focus our attention on 
overseas ventures such as participation in 
Asian Cups (as in European Cups) where 
Australian clubs are competing, and, somehow 
represent their country. This was proposed 
some time ago by Henry Wizgier, 

Why is SA not concentrating on issues that 
really matter instead of all these silly and petty 
arguments? 

Wouldn't it be nice to have, say, four clubs 
representing Australia, competing in Asia? 

For instance if Brisbane were to play a 
Korean club wouldn't Sydneysiders or any 


ausaal football lovers like to see them do 
well? 

I think once these comps gain momentum 
here in this country we will get any Aussie 
behind those clubs, like it is in Europe. 

Look at the success and crowd increase we 
had in Rugby Union when they started playing 
overseas teams such as AucKland and Natal. 

Sponsorship will come from TV rights sold 
and this will lead to full-time professionalism 
even small clubs in England are receiving 
$44.4 million dollars from TV rights! 

Look at the Australian teams e.g. Olyroos, 
when they play in real competition here, not 
friendlies, and the size of the crowds and media 
‘support. 

Believe me it is feasible, if we look, and 
concentrate, on these global aspects of the 
game. A club team playing an overseas 
opponent, home and away, for a prestigious 
cup (not as part of a local overseas competition 
such as Perth did) will lead to an increase in 
competitiveness in the local comp (e.g. NSL ) as 
the first four teams get to play in an overseas 
cup competition. 

T am sure we will then get more mainstream 
support with proper funding — sponsorship 
and full-time professionalism. 

I cannot see anyone up to date making a 
concerted effort into this venture yet. 

If it did happen who cares about a couple of 


colours then.

coconut-shys’. 

Today’s British kids are 
similar to their Aussie 
counterparts and perhaps it 
explains why their National 
teams can’t win anything 
whereas it has taken Italians, 
Brazilians, French etc to ignite 
the Footbal!

It’s a piece of grass about 
100 metres by 70, otherwise 
known as a ‘Soccer Camp’. 

With the fortunes that can 
be made by Soccer players 
today, it’s not surprising that a 
huge demand has been met by 
a supply of top-class 
coaching, through Soccer 
Camps all over the world, 

The best known of these 
are run by Football Legends 
like Bobby Charlton and Zico 
in the premier football 
continents. 

But the best-known and 
most popular Soccer Camp in 
Australia, can hold its own 
against those, according to the 
Japanese for whom the world 
is their very own oyster these 
days, thanks to the mighty 
Yen. 

Umbro Pacific Soccer 
Camp in Sydney was a busy 
hive of Japanese footballing 
activity again recently. 

Leading the first of three 
groups was Jim Weder, from 
Japanese J-League club, 
Avispa Fukuoka who had 
chosen Australia and the 
Umbro Pacific Camp in 
particular, to bring 26 
Japanese Youth Coaches to 
gain their Level 1 and 2 


Coaching Certificates under 
the tutelage of Richard 
Alagich and Goalkeeping 
Instructor Fred Wall. 

A week later, two more 
Japanese groups arrived. 30 
boys aged 16-18 came from 
the Kusatsu Higashi High 
Schoo! near Osaka, one of 
Japan’s top football playing 
High Schools. 

For the many Australians 
who are not impressed unless 
a team bears the name of 
Brazil, Italy or Argentina, let 
me inform you that the 
National High School Football 
Tournament is so big in Japan, 
that the Final is televised 
nationally ! 

The third group at the 
Camp consisted of 10 Coaches 
from different High Schools in 
the Kyoto area. 

Officially described as a 
‘site inspection of soccer 
training and accommodation 
venues’ it was a 
reconnaissance for the purpose 
of bringing teams to train 
under the master in March and 
August next year, the 
Japanese School holidays. 

They were very impressed 
with what they saw, and left 
with a promise that they 
would return in ‘97, bringing 
with them about 200 Japanese 
football-playing students for

It is said that the proof of 
the pudding is in the eating 
and the Japanese high- 
intensity learning is already 
beginning to show dividends. 

In Atlanta, just a matter of 
weeks ago, the Japanese 
defeated Brazil’s Olympic 
team (which included Bebeto 
and two other over-age 
players) with a team of young 
players, because they insisted 
on using the same squad who 
got them there.

narrow win over Altona Magic.

hat was once a 
moderately 
humourous gag 


about the revolving door 
policy of coaching 
appointments in the 
Victorian Premier League 
developed into an ugly black 
comedy in 1996, 

Victoria's most senior 
fourteen clubs managed to 
swap and change their way 
through 27 coaches in the 
regular season just ended, 

Eight.of the 14 teams made 
changes mid-stream — a 
regrettable league record high 
— with some opting for more 
than two sacrificial lambs 
during the course of a 26- 
match schedule. 

The changes do not take 
into account those made 
during the close-season, 
making the gruesome figures 
in the coaching war of 
attrition even more startling. 

And while the penchant for 
blaming the coach is a world- 
wide disease, Victoria's 
Premier League clubs appear 
to have turned the coaching

round-about into an art form. 

Admittedly, not all of the 
mid-season coaching changes 
this year were born of the 
chopping block, for example 
Altona Magic having had to 
slip Gary Cole into lan 
Dobson's shoes when the latter 
moved up 4 grade to Ericsson 
Cup level with Melbourne 
Knights. 

But generally the coaches 
who went mid-year were 
either pushed or forced to 
walk the plank. 

I wonder if the bells are 
tinging yet at any of the clubs 
who did decide that the 
coaching grass might be 
greener, given that six of the 
eight clubs who opted for 
change mid-year finished in 
the bottom eight places on the 
ladder. 

Generally the changes 
made little difference, 
although the trend statistically 
went marginally against the 
replacement coaches. 

In a season in which they 
publicly vowed would bring 
stability to the club, Albion 
outdid itself by cutting a path 
through four coaches in 1996 


mitre sports 
absolute performance 


and still managed to finish 
third from bottom. 

Albion is one of the main 
culprits when it comes to the 
coach-clubbing caper. 

Only John Dowie, who 
took the club to the finals for 
the first and only time last 
year, has seen out a full 
season since the club returned 
to the Premier League a few 
years ago. 

His 30-game stint at 
Albion, which ended just four 
matches into the 1996 season, 
is the longest of any of the 
remarkable total of 17 senior 
coaches used by the club since 
1991. 

Claude Lucchesi, who has 

filled in as caretaker boss at 
Selwyn Park on a number of 
occasions, is one of a number 
of familiar faces who ride the 
coaching roller-coaster on 2 
re basis. 
Similarly, clubs like 
Albion, St Albans and 
Fawkner have ensured that 
coaching contracts are hardly 
worth the paper they are 
written on. 

These types of clubs appear 
to have been unable or 


unwilling to address deep- 
rooted problems and lack of 
success in any constructive 
manner, electing the easy 
option of coaching scapegoats, 
to no avail. 

In statistical terms 
Victorian clubs penchant for 
swapping and changing 
coaches mid-season is 
generally ill-advised, with 
success in percentage terms 
yery limited. 

On the odd occasion the 
mid-season drama of a 
coaching change has actually 
been a moderately successful 
ploy, but on a short term 
band-aid basis only. 

The ‘trade-up’ success trend 
spans each of the more recent 
Premier League campaigns. 

Remember the successes of 
joume: Les Carter, then 
at Albion, and Thomastown's 
Len McKendry in 1992, 
which suggests that mid- 


“stream changes can work and 


that seemingly poor teams can 
be transformed. 

In 1993 John Waddell 
blasted Sunshine out of the 
doldrums and into the finals, 
Tan Dobson laid the

foundations for Altona 
Magic’s outstanding 1994 and 
1995 campaigns, while Bill 
Murray and David Jones at 
Green Gully and Croydon 
respectively, all but saved 
those clubs from almost 
Certain relegation in receat 
seasons. 

Peter Ollerton dramatically 
turned the fortunes of ailing 
Bulleen in 1995 and this year 
Frank Arok transformed Port 
Melbourne almost overnight, 
even if he had to replace a 
coach who still boasts one of 
the overall best win/loss 
records in recent Premier 
League history, Takis Svigos. 

Overall a remarkable 28 of 
the 44 Premier League mid- 
season coaching changes since 
1991 have proven successful 
in win-loss terms, although 
mostly the improvement has 
been marginal and brief. 

In all Victorian clubs have 
switched more than 100 times. 
mid-stream or during the off- 
season since the start of the 
1991 campaign. 

A word of warning to clubs 
however, as only four of the 
25 teams to contest the finals

since 1991 have played off 
under a coach bought in mid- 
season. 

It surely is sometimes far 
too tough a school for 
Victorian Premier League 
coaches, 

Remarkably, only one 
current Premier League coach 
— Green Gully's Chris Taylor 
— remains in charge of the 
same club that he did on the 
Jast day of the 1994 home and 
away campaign. In fact only 
three — Taylor, Box Hill's 
Robert Ruffalo and Sunshine 
Georgies boss Willie Vassallo 
— are as they were at the end 
of the ‘95 season, just 11 
months ago.

Moved on to 
Arsenal, Southampton, 
Blackpool, Southampton and 
finally Bristol Rovers before 
calling it a day. He played a 
total of 743 first class games 
plus just one appearance as a 
sub, scoring some 169 goals

However, when Graham 
took over at Highbury, he had 
an outstanding crop of 
youngsters in the reserves 
which fully reached their 
potential during his tenure:

Moved onto 
Chelsea, Arsenal (playing a 
major role in the Double 
Winning side of 1971), Man 
Utd, Portsmouth and finally 
winding down his career with 
Crystal Palace in 1977. 
Nicknamed The Stroller by 
his team mates, he went on to 
become arguably the greatest 
manager in the Gunners 
history when bringing two 
Championships, two League 
Cups, one FA Cup and the

ngland’s Glenn Hoddle 

may be one of the 
youngest managers in 
international football, but he 
has been around long 
enough and seen enough 
headlines to realise his new 
job is no passport to the easy 
life. 

The rest of England may 
still be on a high after the 
dramas of Euro 96. 

But the 38-year-old 
national boss warned that last 
Sunday’s opening World Cup 
qualifier in Moldova would be 
no end-of-summer picnic. 

Hoddle’s first match in 
charge of the national squad 
since succeeding Terry 
Venables after June's 
European Championship, was 
England’s first first 
competitive clash on foreign 
soil for almost three years. 

The English public expects 
great things of Hoddle after 
the success of the European 
Championship - when only a 
penalty shoot-out miss against 
Germany cost England a place 
in the final. 

The squad Hoddle inherited 
from Venables is bristling 
with confidence and youthful 
talent. How perfect, then, that 
his managerial debut on the 
international stage should 
involve nothing more taxing 
than a run-out against easter 
European minnows Moldova. 

Not so, says Hoddle, who 
has wisely been at pains to 
cool down the nation’s 
burning World Cup hopes, 
warning that England face an 
autumn of hard work.
